MANY TEMPORARY BTARS. 

There are many of these temporary stars 
which are interesting to study, and to this 
cluss of temporary stars may be added 
many otbers whose periods are 80 long 
that they wre termed missing stars, As 
the observations of the modern investiga- 
tors are timited, they have not yet had an 
opportunity to abserve these many 
than os, for on careful examination of 
the heaven und comparing them with 
furmer catalogues, and ancient and 
ni dern catulogues with each other, many 
stars are found formerly known to be 
missing. Some are inclined to attribute 
this to mistakes*in making entries, but 
the fuet is that they are periodical stars, 
the length of whose period exceeds the 
brief thing within which astronomical 
observations have been recorded, and in 
the Lime to come astronomers of the future 
will view the next reappearanor of thes: 
poriedical or temporary stars and find 
thent ta be regular, harmonious, and 
wrigdic, though they may dow appear to 
Ie necidental. 

The following are among the principal 
variable stars visible to the nakod eye, in 
Lhe present age: Algol Persei, which goes 
through ite changes in 4 daya and @t 
hours, Mira Ceti, in 334 days; Cephei, 
in 5 tlays and } heurs; Hoerculac, in 6 
days: na star in Aguiluc, in 72 daya; a star 
in Coronne, in 323 days; and a star near 
Cygui. in 40 days and 0 hours. 

Thirty Uydrae changes in 442 days and 
2 honrsa, while the periods of some of the 
variable stare extend over many years. 
Thirty four Cygni completes ita change of 
eycle in 1K yenra and i44 days. The 
bright star Capella, in the Constellation

They threw off their 
stolid exterior and received ug with 
eestatic joy, They closed their shops and 
made holiday, put on festival dress, and 
acclaiaiwd the day ag the greatest in the 
four thowsand years of the history of 
Damascus Onls a few British ofieers 
have ag ye, entered the city, but each 
has been received with the same whole 
hearted fervour. Here, at least, they 
fiave ween what the British name stands 
for, At Jerusalem the British Army was 
welcomed by all sects and creeds with 
deep teeliugs of Chainkfuli ss, but) thers 
condition, rendered patiable through 
starvation, prevented their welcome fron 
being so demonstrative, Unough equally 
pincere, as tu-day's. When a soldier ap 
peared in the streety of Damascus he was 
gurrounded by the excited and delighted 
throng. Crowds gathered to hear the 
news, When I wold sone English speak 
ing peopla, of whom there are many, of 
the latest victory on the Western front, 
und of the Bulgarian armistice, Uieir 
enthusiasm was remarkable : 

But they were more keenly interested 
in General Allenby's army's tremendous 
atrides through Palestine and Syria. The 
enormous captures of prisoners and war 
matorial, of which they had ne cunception, 
more than anything cls, meant to them 
the finish of Twk ‘hey said: You 
tre w«tUing our long accounts with thom. 
The thoroughness with which it has been 
done gave them the impression Chat our 
army was composed of supertien With 
eyes unused to complete and orderly 
equipment, they aduared the soldierly 
turnout of the men who have fought and 
ridden a hard 150 miles, and acclaimed 
them their deliverers, ‘They looked upon 
this army as the savieurs of the down 
trodden peoples of this part of the East 
This amazing tribute to Britain and Bri 
tush freedom Jasted all day; at nightfall 
the population gave a firework exhibition 
of captured Verey lights. Even the street 
of Saint Paul called “ straight" was 
illuminaved from end tv ond. 


AKA ARMY 5 ARI VAL. 

The oppertuaities for rejoicing were 
increased vy the arrival of the Arab arniy, 
which vperated on our right flank. Our 
cavalry, during the march from Deraa, 
arrived at Vamascus wh six this morn 
ing, We north-western outskirts being 
occupied by the Australian Mounted Divi 
sion last night. Soon after daybreak the 
Arab army entered the city, and the 
strovis became alive with picturesguely 
clothed Arabs on light steeds, almost over 
burdened with elaborately appointed 
suddiery. Arab horsemen and camelry 
dashed about the streets, proclaiming the 
victory, and making much noise and con. 
trnually firing their rifles. This lasted 
till midnight, and the inhabitants, tired 
out and happy, allowed the city lo become 
normadly cadm. 

There must have been extraordinary 
scenes in Dasmascus yesterday, when the 
Turkish arty, surprised again at. the 
swift, unerring cavalry stroke, found the 
Australian Mounted Division west of the 
city. General Liman vou Sanders, seent 
ing trouble, Jeft for Aleppo four days 
ago. A lung thin ¢rail just showing 
against the brown hills warned the Turk- 
ish conmmander that his held on Diaamaseus 
was dina: ing. tle deft at noon with 
the vali by motor along the Aleppo round. 
The Desert Corps Comunander decided 
first to close alt the exite instead of risk 
ing harm te civilians by an attack of 
disease. 

Meanwhile the enemy forces were fight 
ing among themselves. There ix consider 
able fecling Ietween the Germans and the 
Turks, und there was an open rupture 
between the Turks and the Arabs serving 
in the Turkish army. The Intter tarned 
on the Turks. refuned to fight, and ds 
clarod themselves adherents of the Hrdjaz 
army, Even ere serions than the 
trouble among the troops was the hostility 
of the Arabs to the Germang, whe could 
not. show themselyea in the streets in 
anfely. Bome who left the barracka were 
atruck ond apnt upon and went in fear 
of their lives. 

To-day an Armenian came to me and 
abked what, he should do with threa Ger- 
mana, one of than wounded, sheltered nt 
his house, to keep thetn from the extreme 
fury of the people, Those caught in ovr 
encircling omeverrent * ankly confessed 
that that they were fo, cunate to escape 
from tho Dumnarcenes.

THE LATE GENERAL 
ALEXEIEFF. 

The Jate General Alexeieff, ex Russia 
Commander in Chief, in Ekaterinostav. 
Was the son oof a private suldier 
By sheer ability, devotion to 
duty, and foree oof character, broke 
down the preyudiee which existed in 
Russia against: officers from the Juwer 
middie classes, and, despite the handicap 
of his origin, made his own way Cll he 
was given direetion of the whole campaign 
from the Baltic to Bukovina. [nthe 
early days of the war he, us General 
Ivanov's Chief of the Staff. took a direet 
part in the shattering of the Austrian 
arnnes and the vieturious offensive in 
Galicia, and expture of Pracimysl tle 
wad then appointed Commander in Chief 
uf the Korth western group. where he had 
under his command nine Hussite aractes 
The Russians were retiring, and rapid 
measures tad to be taken ta extricate tem 
from the Austro-German vice which was 
closing on them, Fortunately. General 
Alexeteff had been in command on the 
front where the retrent was taking place, 
and knew the country. He directed every 
Mtep of the troops himself. and brought 
the whole of the turees between the Dyinsk 
nnd tbe Pinsk marshes safely back. It 
was a fine feat of generalship on a vast 
seule, and when, that crisis past, the Tsar, 
in the autumn of 1918, appointed him 
Chief uf the Russian Genera) Btaff, Mili- 
tary opinion applauded the choice as the 
Dest that could have been made, When 
the revolution broke out he did his utmost 
to persuade the Tsar to give war to the 
demands of the nation. “and to grant 
responsible governoent, buat his orts 
were rendered futile. though he succeeded 
in inducing the monarch to abandon his 
idea of marching on Petrograd to endea- 
vaur ota crush othe rising. He was 
appointed as Commuander-in-Chief in 
April of last year, and for a time strug: 
gird with che difBeulties arising from the 
Ulter want of poliey on the part of the 
Government and the deatruetion of dis- 
cipline in the ranks, but in Juno he was 
dismissed. The official statement. issued 
Raid: '' The retirement of — General 
Alexeieff from the Russian Commander. 
in-Chief was not in the least due to a 
change in the attitude of the Provisional 
Government with rogard to him, pines it 
lughly appreciates hia talent, learning, 
and competenee. At the same time, how- 
over, Genera) Aloxcieff was not considered 
to possess the energy, enthuainan, and 
éunfidence which are ao necnesary at the 
present, juncture.” The diatissal was
